The return of $10,000,000 of the bonds to this 
country, or one-third of the entire amount 
placed aboard, within a week following the 
actual delivery of the bonds in London is 
startling, Every bond which is sold here by 
a foreign holder must be paid for either in 
gold or a bill of exchange, and the difficulty 
of controlling the foreign exchange market 
so as to prevent extensive exports of gold is | 
correspondingly intensified. 

It is believed that a considerable portion, 
if not the better part of the bonds placed 
abroad, will return to this country within a 
short period. The reasons are very simple. 
There is a demand for the bonds here for 


uses beyond a mere investment. 

The banks contested eagerly for the new 
bonds when they were put out, as they pro- 
vide a much more profitable basis for circu- 
lation than the 8 per cent bonds which were 
issued by the Government in the previous 
loans. 

The banks thro ghout the country have 
importuned their New York correspondents 
to secure lots of $50,000, $100,000 and $150,000 of 
the bonds. The New York market being 
bare of the bonds they could only be ob- 
tained in London.

When the Mayor is absent, whether on 
business or 8 he draws salary at 
the rate of 000 a 8 Whoever is left 
in charge, whether President of the 
Council or the — of the House of 
Delegates, he draws a Mayor’s salary also, 
$13.44 a day, in addition to his salary of 
$300 a year as a member of the Municipal 
Assembly. In this way the city has the 
services of one Mayor, but pays for two. 

Thus Mayor Walbridge’s summer vaca- 
tion cost the city in round figures $700, or 
to be exact, $693.10. The same amount was 
paid President Nagel and Speaker Dieck- 
man for acting in his stead. Mr. Haeussler 
thinks this is all wrong. He believes in pay- 
ing only for work done, and was just as 
willing and ready to invoke the law, in 
testing the right of the Mayor to draw 
salary while voluntarily absent from his 
duties as he was to test the right of the 
House of Delegates to spend the money of 
tax-payers for beer, cigars, ice cream and 
sandwiches. 


Under the charter the Mayor may remain 
away indefinitely from his office, he may 
go off to Europe or make a tour of the 
world if so inclined. There appears to be no 
limitation to his absence. 

Sec. II, art. 4, reads as follows: 

A city officer ex the Mayor and Com- 
missioners on charitabie titutions who shall, 
except when absent from the city, fail to devote 
his entire time during business hours to the duties 
of bis office shall de removed or by the 
Mayor or Council.

STEPHEN b. BARLOW DEAD. 


Heart Disease and Congestion of the 
Lungs the Cause. 


Stephen D. Barlow, one of the oldest 
citizens of St. Louis, died at his home, 1016 
Chouteau avenue, at 1 o’clock Thursday af- 
ternoon. His death was due to heart trou- 
ble and congestion of the lungs. The fu- 


ral is set for 2 at 3

and Assistant 3 of the Iron Moun- 
tain Railway Co. He was probably the 
oldest man in railroad service in Missouri, 
having been almost continuously in the ser- 
vice since July, 1858. He came to St. Louis 
in 1889, and became a deputy in the office 
of the St. Louis Cireuit Clerk. In 1842 he 
became Chief Clerk of the then newly es- 
tablished Court of Common Pleas, and in 
1848 was elected Recorder of Deeds. He 
was elected Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Iron Mountain July 16, 1853; was elected 

a director in 1858, and later President of 
the Board, serving until the sale of the road 
in 1866 under mortgage to the State. When 
the road was reorganized and consolidated 
by Thos. Allen under its present name, he 
was appointed its Assistant President in 
1873, one year later becoming Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

Meanwhile, in 1869, he had been elected

Comptroller on the ticket with ex- 
Mayor Nathan Cole, and took an active 
part in the framing of the new city char- 
ter. The deceased also served in the pee! 
Council as Chairman of the Ways an 
Means Committee for a term beginning 
in 1876 About this time the Iron Moun- 
tain property was purchased by Jay Gould, 
and the deceased was retained as Land 
Commissioner and Local Secretary, retain- 
ing those positions until his death.

BEWARE OF BAD ADVICE. 


The Post-Dispatch believes that the 
members of the old State Committee will, 
on calm reflection. realize that the only 
course for them to pursue as Democrats 
is to accept as gracefully as possible the 
principle of majority rule as exemplified 
in the action of the Pertle Springs con- 
vention. They are pretty certain to do 
this unless they listen to bad advice, and 
there will be no lack of this if they show 
a disposition to listen. 

Ex-Judge Priest, for example, suggests 
quo warranto proceedings, citing the new 
members of the committee to appear in 
court and show cause why they are 
usurping the rights of the regular com- 
mittee. There is no reason to suppose 
that such a proceeding would hold in 
law, but even if it did it would be fatal 
politically to whoever resorted to it. One 
or two men would be held responsible 
for such an attempt to thwart and de- 
feat the will of the majority, and the 
wrath of the Democrats of the State 
would effectually blicht any hope these 
men might entertain of future recognition 
or preferment. ‘ 

Still more foolish is the advice to ap- 
peal to the National Committee, If the 
issue were raised, the question as to 
which is the regular committee would be 
determined long before it could reach 
the National Committee. It would be de- 
termined by the county committees. 
That one of the State Committees whose 
call the county committees obeyed would 
exercise the authority of the State Com- 
mittee. It is practically certain that 
there are not five counties in the State 
that would extend any recognition or 
obedience to the old State Committee if 
it should raise the barner of revolt 
againet the State Convention. It is 
equally certain that more than a hun- 
dred.of the county committees would 
ratify the convention's action by obeying 
the call of the reorganized committee. 
In thie case as in the other, even if some 
way could be found for the intervention 
of the National Committee, the man or 
men appealing to it to defeat the Demo- 
cratic majority in the State would have 
no political future. 1 

The State Committee has been reor- 
ganized by a regularly called State Con- 
vention having full power. It will stay 
reorganized. And with as littl} delay as 
possible the reorganized committee 
should take up the work of organizing the 
party in the State for an active cam- 
paign next year. .

Expressing surprise in behalf of the 
gold standard Democrats in Kentucky.

WONDERFUL INSANITY EXPERTNESS. 


In his testimony, in the Duestrow trial, 
as reported in the Republic, Dr. Jerome 
K. Bauduy, one of the defense’s experts, 
stated that in his twent¥four years of 
experience ag a neurologist he estimated 
that he had had medical care of about 
8,000,000 patients. 

A rough examination of this statement 
shows that the defense has secured in Dr. 
Bauduy @ mé@rvelous. insanity expert. 
In order to have had the care of 3.000.000 
insane patients in twenty-four years it 
would be necessary for Dr. Bauduy to 
have received 125,000 new insane patients 
a year or 342 every day in tile year, Sun- 
day included. If Dr. Bauduy gave ten 
hours every day of unremittent labor to 
his new cases he would have to diagnose 
and prescribe for about thirty-four cases 
every hour. In other words in a ten-hour 
day he took care of a new patient in less 
than every two minutes, and by working 
every minute in the twenty-four hours 
he could only’ give five minutes to each 
new patient, not counting the old pa- 
tients. 

At this rate of patients it is easy to 
demonstrate that the profession of neur- 
ologist is the most lucrétive business 
known. If Dr. Bauduy received an aver- 
age of only $10 a patient, which, accord- 
ing to the testimony of experts, would be 
a mere pittance, he has enjoyed an income 
of $1,125,000 a year, which should make 
him a billionaire thrice over in twenty- 
four years. In fact, his whole time would 
be more than consumed counting his 
money. 

But marvelous as Dr. Bauduy’s endur- 
ance and expertness and compensation 
must have been in his twenty-four years 
of extraordinary labor, that is not the 
most marvelous feature of his work. 
The amazing thing is where he found his 
patients. According to the census re- 
ports in the year 1890 there were only 
1,13 insane persons in the city of St. 
Louis; there were less than 3,000 in the 
whole State of Missouri, and in the 
Unitsd States only 106,000 insane of all 
kinds; chronic and acute, new and old. 
Dr. Bauduy, therefore, had to exhaust 
the world for fresh insane patients or 
secret. insanity prevails to an enormous 
extent. One-fifth of the entire population 
of St. Louis would have to go mad every 
year to supply Dr. Bauduy with his 
yearly quota of patients.

SAW THE MASSACRE.

A MONOPOLY FIGHT, 


Fruin-Bambrick Oe. Allege the Barber 
Combine Is Fighting Them. 


A dispatch from New York states that 
the $150,000 contract awarded the Fruin- 
Bambrick Construction Co. for street pav- 
ing in New York may be a subject of in- 
vestigation and result in the work being 
relet.

Co. had an $800,000 paving contract in New 
York, the material to be Trinidad Lake 
asphaltum.

“The institution of a parallel, sh the 
difference between an examination of a k 
and a building and loan association ig not 
intended to detract in any way from the 
deserved merits of the bank examiner nor 
to unduly magnify the importance of my 
Office. It is adverted to show that each 
class of these corporations have their spec- 
ial mission, which gives an inherent diver- 
gence to cause the radical difference in 
treatment set forth. 

“So far as the law of supervision r- 
taining to building and loan associations 
goes I have no hesitation in saying that it 
is a long deferred act of justice to the 
stockholders, who, in a majority of in- 
stances, are of the plain people of our 
State. If the encouragement thrift on 
the part of those whose earnings are small, 
and who, without facilities for saving, 
would spend their earnings, and the promo- 
tion of home building is not contemplated, 
then there is no apology for the existence 
of these corporations—on the contrary, they 
are an unmitigated curse, because they are 
allowed to charge, in addition to maximum 
interest, usury, which by courtesy is called 
premium. 

The real work of the bureau devolves 
more immediately on Mr. H. L. Gray, Dep- 
uty. Supervisor, as he devotes his entire 
attention to the work, while my other 
cial duties must of necessity command their 

roper share of attention. Mr. Gray in- 
ormms me that there have been many gross 
practices evolved by degrees because of 
no restraining supervision on the part of 
the State. The most material of these may 
2 comprehended under the following 


8: 

It seems that many real estate agents 
become secretaries of building associations 
to promote their chief business to the neg- 
lect, detriment and some times wrecking, 
of what they consider a subsidiary affair, 
namely, the building and loan association 
in their charge. Of these are the secretaries 
who have introduced the unlawful practice 
of making second mortgage loans, often- 
times assuming the payment of the first 
mortgage owned by a third party. In my 
examination I do not credit them with sec- 
ond mortgages as an asset, but debit them 
with the assumption of the first mortgage. 
This, in many instances, shows the asso- 
ciations to be absolutely insolvent. 

“In other instances gentlemen promote 
Building and Loan lations for the 
purpose of paying to the common secretary 
a handsome salary in the gregate, which 
in instances has amount to more than 
$1,500 a month, not infrequently to from $300 


to per month. 

“It would be. too tedious to undertake to 
give all the departures from accepted prin- 
ciples. What I have said I trust sufficiently 
indicates that many of the associations in 
St. Louis—how many I do not pretend to 
say—under a strict construction of the law 
should be placed in the hands of a receiver. 
The law in this respect gives me large dis- 
cretion, which is tantamount to saying large 
responsibility. I have a number of cases 
under advisement, and am prayerfully try- 
ing to determine what is best for me to do 
under all the circumstances. 

“Leaving this part of the subject, I want 
to be — 1 understood as paying 
that eventually within a reasonably short 
time the law must redound to the advantage 
of the shareholders among the plain people 
of the State and ther uities are con- 
stantly before me determining in the larg- 
est measure any action I have taken or 
may take in enforcing the law partially or 


in toto. . 

“Just at this time every holder of build- 
ing and loan stock is, to a greater or less 
degree, uneasy. To reassure them it should 
be made known that every association ex- 
ammed by me and not put into the hands of 
a receiver indicates, in my opinion, that 
there interests are best conserved by not 
doing so, and if I certify to the solveney of 
an association it should restore confidence 
of the shareholders in the solvency and 
good management of the association. 

“All told, I have not asked that more than 
half a dozen associations, perhaps, be 
placed in the hands of a receiver. How 
many more may fall under the ban I, of 
course, cannot predicate. 

“The next examination I shall make under 
the law cannot be more searching than 
those made, in progress and in prospect, 
but I shall not tolerate practices in the next 
examination, which, to some extent, I 
now wink at in order to conserve and pro- 
tect the poorer classes, holders of stock 
and borrowers of these associations.”
